I am a “nuts-n-bolts” Architect, some have called me, “an Architect's Architect” because I 
love figuring out how to put buildings together. I was mentored by several very talented individuals for the first 20 years of my career. In 1997 I set out 
with a PC and printer to start my own practice and nearly 20 years later, managing a family-owned business with more than 500 projects completed, 
I now have a new business partner, the talented Michael Wetzel. We are enjoying success and growth with a great team at our new firm, Richardson 
Wetzel Architects.” 


What is the most important thing you’ve learned? By far, the most important thing I’ve learned, is to do my very best at anything I try. I live by, “do 
your best, or don't do it at all" - I do my best to teach that philosophy. 


What is your favorite piece of architecture? Why? There hasn't been a year in my life that I haven't found a new “favorite” piece of architecture.
